Kingdome of Gogh and Proteſtant partie throughout all 
Chraſtendome, and fo hath beene found wholeſome and ne- 
ceſſarie by long experience,and the repealing of thofe Lawes 
will ſet Popery againe both in juriſdiction, profeſſion, and 
praRice;as it was before the ſaid Reformation,and introduce 
amongſt other inconveniences, the Supremacie of Rome, and 
take away, or much endanger your Majeſties Supreme and 
juſt authoritie in cauſes Ecclefiaſticall,a diminution of honour 
and power not ro be endured.

Jo yall ſubjeRs to doe, and (uch they pretend themſelves 
to be, for thatthey ſeeke thereby to prevent your Majeſtic and 

your Councell of England, & Ireland of fo full a view, & time 
of mature conſideration to be had of aRts of Parliament of Ire- 
land before they paſſe as in prudence is requiſit, and hath been 
found mels by the experience of well neere two hun=" 
dred yeares, And it their intentions were ſocleare as they pro- 
feſſe wee know not why they ſhould avoyde the ſtriceſt 
view, and tryall of your Majeſties, and your Councels of both 
Kingdomes.' T his they defire intending to introduce a great 
diminution of your Royall andneceſlarie power for the con- 
ſervation of your Regall State, and proteRion of your good 
proteſtant ſubjeRs there and elſewhere. And what ſpeciall 
uſe they aymeat in ſeeking ſuch repeale your proteſtant ſub.

in , eyther will give your Majeſtie full ſatisfaRtion , or re-_ 
peale any unjuſt orders, or ordinances whatſoever, which may 
be prejudiciall to your Majeſtic. And there may be ſome or- 
ders, or ordinances which may concerne particular perſons 
in their lives, liberties, or fortunes, that may ſuffer unheard 
by the admittiug of fo generall a propoſition, which is meere» 
ly propoſed,as wee humbly conceive to put a ſcorne on your 
Majeſties parliament now fitting there, and to diſcourage 
your proteſtant ſubieRs! who have faithfully ſerved your 
Maieſly in that parliament. 

4: This wee conceiveto be a very bold propoſition not 
warranted as we alfo conceive by any example, & tendingto- 
introduce an ill prefident in after times, for it was never ſcene 
that Records were taken of the file but-where there was 
lome corruption,or fraud, or ſome illegall, or uniuſt carriage 
uſed in, and concerning the procuring,or making up of ſuck 
Records, and the fame firſt well proved upon due examina« 
tion, And it may not onely conceale, but in ſome fort ſeeme 
ro iuſtifie their abominable Treaſons , Murders, Cruelties, 
Maſlacres, and plunders acted againſt your Maieſties perſon 
Crowne and dignitie, upon the perſons of your Maiecſties 
_«tioſt loyall proteftant ſubiects in that Kingdome, andencou- 
- zage the Papiſts there to doe the like againe, befides the diſ= 
cauragement it may beget in your Maieſties officers, and ſub- 
Tecsto their duties in the like inſurreRtions which may hap= 

| pen 
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pen hereafter, which alſo may prove very prejudicial to your 
Maiclties rights and revenues,if the Records to ſupport the 
forteytures wherein many of themare or may be grounded, 
ſhould be taken of the file, ;and Cancelled. 

5> We humbly conceive thatin times of peace, and moſt 
{etled government. When the Court of Law and luſtice is + 
moſt open, & beſt obſerved,that the debts due to the Crowne 
and actually levied and payedin to your Maielties uſe, ought 
notto bee reſtored though the Records of the forfeytvres 
fhould. legally be reverſed , which is farre from the preſent 
cale , And thispropofition tendeth to croſſe the juſt right of 
your Majeſtie, and to make the diſpoſition by the Contede- 
rate popiſh Rebels ofdebts duao proteſtants, and by the ſaid 
rebels by fraud and force levyed, and diſpoſed in maintenance 
of their rebellion, which commonly they call by the name 
of publicke uſes, to be in equall degree with the debts owing 
by the rebels and by them all forfeyred, and many of them by 
law duecly levyed, which is a moſt unequall and unjuſt thing. 
And the ſaid —_ cannot,nor doth make offer to have 
the popiſh Confederats cut off from the debts due to them 
which they have juſtly forfeyted, but only for a colour of con- 
fideration,to have the proteſtants looſe ſuch debts juſtly due 
to them, as haye beene unjuſtly taken from them, who have 
donenoac atallto forfeyte them, 

6. We know not of any offices found on fayned Titles, 
nor what the Confederats may demand in reſpe& of any gra- 
ces promiſed by your Majeſty, which we intend not, not have 
any occaſion to diſpute, but do humbly conceive that all thofe 
who haye commitrred treaſon in the late rebellion ſubſequent 
ro ”_ Majeſties promiſe of thoſe graces, have thereby forfey- 
red the benefit thereof together with the Lands which the 
faid graces, might elſe have related, and ſotheir whole eſtates 
are now juſtly fallen to your Majeſty by their rebellion, 
which we conceive is of great importance for your Majeſtics. 
fervice to be taken into conſideration, as firſt with regarde of 
the ſtatutes made in the preſent Parliament of Exgland. Se-

7. This weconceiye concerneth ſome of the late plan»' 
tations and no other part of that Kingdome, and that the reſti= 
rution herein mentioned is tound to bee of greatuſe eſpecial- 
ly for che indifferencie of tryalls ſtrength of the government, 
and for trade and trafficke, and we humbly conceive thar if 
other plantations ſhall not proceede for the (etling,and ſecu- 
_ Ting of that Kingdome, & that no reſtraint be made of 6 a 

purchaſing, or buying of the proteſtants out of their former 
platations where they were prudently planted,though now 
calt out of their eſtates by the late rebellion,& unable to plant 
the ſame againe for want of meanes , and therefore probably 
upon ealy tearmes will part with theireſtatesto the Confede- 
rates, That thoſe plantations will be deſtroyed to the great 
rejudice of your Maieſties ſervice , and endangering of the 
atery of that Kingdome, Touching bearing of offices we, 
humbly conceive that their non- conformitie to the lawes and 
ſtatutes of that Realme is the onely marke of incapacity im- 
poſed upon them. And wee humbly conceive that they 
ought not to expect to be more capable there then the Engliſh 
Natives are here in England in like caſe. For Schooles in Ire 
land there are divers ſerled in all parts of that Kingdome al- 
ready by the Lawes and ſtatutes of that Realme. And it any 
perſon well affected thall ere, and endow any more ſchools 
there, attheic owae charges, So that the Schoole-maſters and 
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ſchollers may be governedaccording to the lawes, cuſtome, 
and orders of England, and the beſt of freeſcholes here. Wee 
cannot apprehend any uſt exceptions thereunto, but touching 

*Vniverkities, and Innes-of- Court, We humbly conceive that 
this part of the propoſition {ayoureth of ſome deſire to become - 

independent upon England,or to make a ſeparation inthe Re- 
ligion and lawes of the kingdome, which can neyer be truly 
happy but in the good unitie of both in the true proteſtant re- 
ligion,and in the lawes of England. For as for matter of charge 
ſuch of the Natives as are defirous to breede their fonnes for 
learning in divinitie can be well content toſend them tothe 
Vniverfities of Loyain, Doway , and other places in forayne 
Kingdomes, and for Civill law or Phyficketo Padua, & other 
places which drawes a great treaſure yearely out of your Ma- 
jeſties Dominions, but will ſend few,or none of them to Ox- 
ford or Cambridge , where =_ might as cheaply be brought 
up and become as learned, Which courſe we conceive is hol- 
den out of their pride and diſaffeRion towards this King- 
dome, and the true Religion here profeſſed. And for the 
lawes of the land which are for the Common-lawes agree- 
able to England,ſo for the greateſt part of the ſtatutes,the Innes 
of Counts in England are ſufficient and the proteſtants come 
thither without grudging, And it is a meanes to civilize them 
after the Engliſh cuſtomes to make them familiar, and in love 
with the language, and Nation to preſerve law in the puritie 
when the profeſſors of it ſhall draw of one originall foun- 
taine,and ſeethe manner ofthe praRtiſe of it in the ſame great 
Channell where his Majefties Courts of Juſtice of England doe 
flow cleerely. Whereas by ſeparations of the Kingdomes in 
the place of their principall inſtruQion where their founda- 
tions in being are to be layd, a degenerate corruption, in Re- 
ligion and Iuſtice may happily be introduced, and ſpred with 
much more difticultie to be cor:eRted and reſtrayned after- 
wards by any diſcipline to be uſed in Ireland, or puniſhments 
there to be.inflited for departing fron the true grounds of 
things that are beſt oreſeryed in unitie when they grow our 
ofthe ſame rootegthen it ſuch Vnivyerſities and Innes of Coure 
as 
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as are propoſed ſnould be granted. All which wee humbly 
ſubmicro your Majelties moſt pious and prudent Conſidera- 
tion and ludgement. 

8. Webumbly conceive that the Roman Catholicks Na- 
tives In Ireland may have the like offices, and places as the 
Roman Catholickes Natives of England here have, and not 
otherwiſe.

the Catholicke Religion,and therepeale of all Lawes 
made againſt rhe protefſors of that Religion, is a de= 
maund., not in fayour of any innoyation,but tor that Reli- 
gion which the Inhabitants o this Kingdome anciently, and 
bikewiſe the Engliſh Colonies come at firttinto this Land, and 
their heires for many defcents have protefſed, and doe proe 


feſleat the preſent, and which before the raigne at King Hens - 


y the Y/111, wasprofefſed by the Kings of —_——_ and their 
ubiets generally. And it may be further added, and confi- 
dently affirmed, that there.are no ſubieRs .in the world of 
What other beleefe or profeſſion ſoever in Religion,that held 
' themſelves ſo inviolably tyedto the preſervation of that mo= 
n__- whom they owe ſubjeQion, and allegeance, as the 
profeſſors of the ſaid Roman Catholicke Religion. 

This propoſition eonfiſterh of two branches, the firſt for the 
rep2ale of certaine afts,the ſecond 'that the freedome of their 
Religion may bee allowed to the ſaid -Catholickes. For the 
cleering of the firſt branch,the ſaid Catholickes doe not preſſe

61.like- 
Wiſe fol.270. and 271. the Archbiſhops, Biſhops,and Ordina- 
ries of another Religion have heavily puniſhed, and may ſtill 
punith the ſaid Catholickes for Marriages, Chriſtenings done 
according tothe Catholicke Religion,and eyery Catholicke 
was driven to pay nine penee every Sunday for not repayring 
to Church, to the great impoveriſhment and'deſtrutian of the 
ſaid Catholickes, and no profit at all to his Maieſty.

or Sermon of any deriving power from thence, and keephim 
in his houſe, he is puniſhableas an ayder and abbertor within 
the-words of the itatute,he knowing that whereof he cannot 
be ignorant by the rules of his profeſlion. 

As for the ſecond branch of the ſaid propoſition let any
